SEIZE ITALIAN BASE IN EGYPT, 


DE-SCALE OFFENSIVE 


[Attack Timed 
With Enemy's 
Greek Defeat 


Supplies Moved 
Night, Buried in Des- 
ert Sands.

WITH BRITISH FORCES 
IN EGYPT, Dec. 9.—Britain’s

Fighting Still Rages. 

Fighting still swirled south of 
Sidi Barrani late tonight, and 
more Italian prisoners were being 
rounded up, the British said. 

An Italian camp at Mabeya, a 
few miles south of Sidi Barrani, 
the coastal base the Italians oc- 
| cupied three months ago, yielded 
| 500 prisoners, the British said, 
| That many more were reported 
‘eaptured about 30 miles from the 
coast, This attack, on the Italian 
right flank, apparently was the 
main thrust and other British 
units surged around it and pressed 
on westward behind the Italian 
advance lines. 

The staff of Lieutenant General 
Sir Archibald P. Wavell, com- 
-mander of Britain’s middle east- 
ern forces, gave no indication as 
to how extensive the operation 
would become, but showed high 
pleasure at the first day’s results, 
The number of prisoners taken in 

a single day’s fighting perhaps 
was the best gauge of the extent 
of combat. 
Italy’s Defenses Tested. 

For weeks British armored units 
‘have been probing Italy’s dee 
fenses, even employing camels in 
one extended operation deep into 
Italian Libyan sands. 

Many observers believed to- 
day’s blow was the beginning of 
operations designed to trap the 
main Italian body of trcops at 
coastal Sidi Barrani—a strike 
made while Premier Mussolini 
juggled his high command.

It will be interesting, in the course of the 
next several years, to watch the attitude of the 
man-in-the-street etoward foreign nations 
which tread on the collective toes of the United 
States. Peace-loving has been a general and 
loosely spoken description of the people of this 
country. Yet no race has ever been quite so 
intensely belligerent when angered. 

Our history abounds in brave defis. “Don’t 
tread on me,” “Give me liberty or give me 
death,” “Don’t shoot until you see the whites 
of their eyes,” “Don’t give up the ship,” “Damn 
the torpedoes, go ahead,” “We’ve just begun 
to fight,” “Send the note to Mr. Hull....I 
have been fired on and I am making ready for 
action,” are only a few of the blunt and brave 
words woven into the fabric of American his- 
tory. 

We don’t like arms for the sake of arms. 
We weary of conquests. But we don’t like peo- 
ple who get tough with us. We definitely do 
not.

Other lands have had great armies or great 
navies. Only the old Roman empire had both. 

The United States is building the greatest 
Navy and the greatest Army the world has 
ever seen. They are for defense. But if the man-

Spain Asks Credit 

The wisdom of granting a - $100,000,000 
American credit to Spain must be seriously 
studied in the light of Generalissimo Franco’s 
blunt demands upon France for satisfaction of 
Spain’s “just aspirations.” It smacks too much 
of kicking a man in the face when he is down. 

Franco’s chief aspiration today should be 
the rebuilding of Spain and the restoration of 
normal prosperity by normal trade with the 
free peoples of the world. But his aspirations 
appears to be in another direction despite the 
fact the civil war he led under the direction 
of Hitler and Mussolini has left the country 
prostrate. 

The free peoples of the world are willing 
to help in the rebuilding of Spain through 
normal methods, but it must be clear to Franco 
that they will not assist in the preservation 
of still another potentially dangerous harborer 
of “just aspirations.” Particularly when those 
“aspirations” are to be satisfied at the expense 
of an almost helpless neighbor. 

The question of activities of the Falangist 
groups in South American countries also arises 
in connection with any plan to extend credits 
in Spain. These activities seek a close national- 
istic link through the cry of Spanish bleod- 
unity, a hallmark of Nazi penetration. 

Perhaps it would be better if food were to 
be sent to Spain and distributed through the 
medium of the American Red Cross rather than 
through credits to the Franco government. In 
this manner the fact of American friendship 
for the people would be brought home. It would 
not so be brought to the knowledge of the peo- 
ple of Spain—apart from the government cf 
Spain—if the foodstuffs were sent in tke form 
of credits. This would be another form of get- 
ting tough with governments leaning toward 
the Axis, but it would seem thoroughly justi- 
fiable because it would prevent these govern- 
ments from making the same mistake Italy has 
made. It would be utterly foolish to rid the 
world of Hitler and Mussolini only to per- 
petuate in power a ruthless dictator who in 
later years would cause untold trouble. The 
governments of the world must be given back 
to the peoples of the world if truth and honor 
and justice are to prevail. 


For one food problem, the totalitarians 
have a neat solution.

left for his vacation, a number of business and labor leaders re- 


‘ceived confidential White House requests for nominations for the 


chairmanship of the Defense Commission. Their responses went 
with the President on his cruise. 3 

In the. same dossier aboard the’ Tuscaloosa were also memo- 
randa from several administration sources outlining proposed plans 
for regrganization of the entire defense setup. And in conversations 
with ‘at least one cabinet officer and several lessér advisers before 
his departure, the President indicated he would examine the memo- 
randa and study the problem with a friendly mind. 

Such are the signs, brought to the surface by the current agita- 
tion in the country, that imprévements in the defensé setup will 
tpt oe be attempted not too long after thé President’s return to 

ashington. It is always possible that he will be overcome by the 
odd inertia which so often seizes him when administrative changes 
aré urged. The interminable Woodring-Johnson episode at the War 
Department must never be forgotten. Yet the signs are unde- 


niably @ncouraging. 
AT LEAST HAS IDEA Apparently the President has at least 
béen playing with the idea of taking 
steps to speed up defense production for some time past. During 
the campaign the appointment of a chairman of the Defense Com- 
mission was constantly forecast by men close to the White House, 
until Wendell L. Willkie forestalled the President by attacking him 
for keeping the commission without a head. 

At about the same time, a position as one of the President’s 
administrative assistants was ‘actually offered to Donald Nelson, 
former executive vice president of Sears-Roebuck and a leading 
figure in the commission. The position would have carried with it 
partial powers to co-ordinate commission activities, but the ar- 
rangement did not seem practical to Nelson, and nothing came of it. 

Then, some weeks ago, after a long talk about defense prob- 
lems, the President asked Defense Commissioner William S. Knud- 
sen to put his ideas in writing. It is understood that Knudsen pre- 
pared and sent to the White House a long letter setting forth the 
objections to the present sétup and suggesting that authority and 
responsibility must be definitely fixed before full speéd defense 
production could be hoped for. Presumably the Knudsen letter was 
part: of the Tuscaloosa dossier. 


THE REAL DIFFICULTY Meanwhile, action has been con- 


tinuously deferred for a reason 
which may perhaps be inferred from the terms of the White House 
requests to the business and labor leaders. The nominee for the 
Defense Commission chairmanship, it was stated, must be an emi- 
nent industrialist, with tested organizing ability, practical training, 
high standing in the country, and a labor record good enough to 
make all labor factions welcome his appointment as a happy in- 
spiration. The final clause presented the real difficulty. One of 
the more irreverent men consulted in the matter remarked that, if 
the President insisted on such exacting specifications, he had better 
summon his patience to await the second coming. 

The wish to please, or at least to avoid giving the slightest 
offense, to the “underprivileged third” and labor elements in his 
following has undoubtedly strongly influenced the President’s man- 
agement of the defense problem. The original so-called Stettinius 
report, compiled by the group of businessmén summoned to Wash- 
ington when the war broke out, gave bitter offense to the President 
by its emphaSis on the need to hold labor organization within nor- 
mal bounds during a war crisis. The point of the report was sound 
enough, that no one group should be allowed to use the crisis as 
a lever to procure abnormal advantages, but the point appears to 
have been expressed in such a way as to show anti-labor bias. It 
was after presentation of this report that the slogan was coined, 
“We won't give back the government to the businessmen.” 

There are still influential pérsons in the administration who 
are not fully aware of the urgency of the present situation, and 
who fear the businessmen ‘“‘moving in” on the government as much 
as most businessmen féar government moving in on business, 


KEEP FINGERS CROSSED There are other factors making 

for delay. One has been the 
President’s wish to imitate the example of Woodrow Wilson, who 
waited to choose a supreme commander for his war production 
effort until trial and error had clearly demonstrated the superior 
ability of B. M. Baruch. No one in the present administration has 
risen above his colleagues as plainly as Baruch did above his. But 
besides the President’s desire to keep his followers happy, the chief 
obstacle to change has undoubtedly been the habitual inertia already 
mentioned. Sometimes this inertia is extraordinarily strong. Al- 
though the President’s cruise should refresh his energies and pre- 
pare him for decisive action, it is probably wise to keep several 
fingers crossed until reorganization of the defense setup is a visible

move in to help Italy we may know that Germany is playing an- 
other game. She plans to take over Italy. 

If Italy isn’t helped and if the Italians are forced out of Al- 
bania, then Germany may go surging down through the Brenner 
pass and occupy Italy. 

No one can say what this game is until it is played out. But 
the tardiness of German aid would seem to indicate they wish 
Mussolini to stew in his own juice until they are ready to take him 
over. If they don’t want to take over Italy, then they must move 
in and help him defeat Greece. 

This may be the first crack in the first of the dictators. 

Two generals have resigned. The army never cared for Musso- 
lini. They went along. But when he came marching in with his 
rabble of Black Shirts, the army knew it could have stopped him 
then. They went along. But the army officers, being rather decent, 
never cared much for that mob which came marching in to save 
the capital city from “the Communists.” 

The years get along. Mussolini is older in his job than Hitler. 
He was the first one. The weaknesses of dictatorship, which lacks 
a messiah such as Hitler is for Germany; the weaknesses of dicta- 
torship generally, are beginning to show in Italy. 


CROP CONTROL IN ITALY More interesting even than the 
notice of the resignations by the 
generals was that of the crop control. 

It was announced that farmers who refused to turn over their 
crops to the central storage places would have all their crops con- 
fiscated and would be sent to prison for one year. 

That means some of them have been withholding them. It 
means, as plainly as if they had said so, that some sort of food 
strike is on in Italy. 

If the people become restive the army will become restive. The 
Greek war is not popular. The Pope has been praying for peace. 
All this means that Italy is not a united nation nor a happy nation. 

They know Germany will come swarming in if the dam breaks. 
But, even so, they may force Mussolini’s hand. Germany will have 
to come if they do. And, if Germany does, it means more space 
to police, a farther spreading of the line. 

All this is interesting to this country. We know we are ob- 
taining our own social changes without the imposition of a Hitler 
or a Mussolini or-a totalitarian rule. We know our dollar still will 
buy, as Mr. Ford said, a bushel of wheat and that it is the ‘best 
piece of money in the world. We know we have retained all our 
liberties and will retain them so long as we can make our changes 
peaceably and’in the normal manner. 

It appears more and more that the only leader in this country 
who clearly saw what was happening in Europe was Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. We have taken steps to avoid in our own country what 
happened in Europe. Our position in 1932 was somewhat like that 
which caused Mussolini and his Black Shirts to march on Rome 
and Hitler to gain power in Germany.

The economic effect of the defense program 
is strikingly revealed in figures on employment 
released last week by the National Industrial 
Conference Board. By Jtine of next year, it 

‘was estimatéd, 4,000,000 persons will. be work- 
ing on defense orders. Some of these will be 
engaged indirectly, but there will be at least 
1,527,000 new jobs filled by that time. 
| Unemployment in all industries was only 
6,653,000 persons in October last, the board esti- 
mated, a drop of 45,000 from September and of 
almost a million from August. 

In October the total of employed was the 
highest ever reached in this country except for 
a few months in 1929. When it is remembered 
that approximately 7,000,000 persoris have been 
added to the available labor since 1929, it is 
seen that the present unemployed are, in round 
figures, only equal to the increase in potential 
workers. 

There will be little, if any, need for costly 
work relief programs by next summer and the 
congress should insist that relief appropria- 

_tions be cut to the bone. The defense program, 

if pushed as it should be and if American in- 
_ dustry is permitted to provide the war sup- 
| plies it should make for Britain, will be @ far 
more satisfactory way of putting the jobless to 
work than all the “made work” and “relief 
_ projects” that can be devised.

he tapped his trées, placing a 
spigot in each, out of which the 
sap dripped into a bucket. It 
was a man’s job to go around the 
trees with a larger bucket and 
empty the little pails at regular 
intervals. 


The sap, as it comes from the 
trees, looks like clear water, but 
is sweet. It is emptied into big 
iron boilers with wood fires un- 
derneath and- boiled and boiled 
and boiled. When it is boiled 
down to about one-fourth volume, 
it-is taken to the farmhouse, 
where the women folk boil it 
down still further, into rich maple 
syrup or, further still, until 
forms sugar.

For several weeks I have tried to forget the war and discuss 
more intimate matters that concern us all in war or peace. 

But if you see a fire on your neighbor’s roof, and realize that 
he is asleep in the house, you cannot keep still and thereafter live 
at peace with your conscience. 

Millions of our people are still asleep. Some of them art tired 
of hearing and reading about the war. It doesn’t bore them; it 
depresses and worries them and makes them miserable, and they 
wish to forget about it. 
thought about it seriously. They like the world as it is, and they 
refuse to think about anything that threatens their pleasant way 
of life. 

But, you will say, if the government is doing everything that 
can be done, why not let the people sleep and play and be care- 
free while they can? 

That would be reasonable if our officials were doing every- 
thing possible and if private citizens could do nothing to help. 

But it is obvious that officials are not doing all that could be 
and should be done, and they are not likely to do their utmost 
until public clamor for quicker action and more desperate effort 
gives them assurance of popular support. 

The people, once they understand the situation, will furnish 
the clamor. 

In simple truth the situation is desperate, because the plight 
of England is desperate. 

We read much about English courage and morale, but these 
are not enough, 

The Germans have every present advantage—a much greater 
numbér of bombers, a shorter distance to reach their target. 
Neither side has found a defense against high-flying night bomb- 
ers. And bombers coming over in relays, dropping incendiary 
and explosive bombs at the rate of one a second, can almost destroy 
a city in a night. 

The factories that build England’s weapons are being blasted 
into ruins; the ships that carry England’s food and vital supplies 
are being torpedoéd and bombed at a rate that cannot long be 
endured. 

If England goes down, Russia and Spain and all the iittle coun- 
tries, including some in South America, will join the unbeatable 
Axis to get their share of the spoils—and save their skins. 

And England will go down, and leave us to fight for our lives, 
unless we furnish more destroyers and freighters and bombers im- 
mediately and then step up production to the World War level and 
build factories, shipyards, planes and Ships and munitions to the 
utmost limit of our capacity. 

We aren’t doing our best, for it is obvious that we could do 
better. We could somehow prevent strikes. 
dozens of new shipyards. We could build more plane and engine 
factories and train more men and.keep every factory running on 
a 24-hour basis. 

We'll do it when England goes down. Why must we sleep and 
wait until our last friend is destroyed? 
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ahead. And that might calm him 
down and I wouldn’t have to give 
him another shot until a week 
from today.”

A medical colleague recently 
asked whether I knew anything 
about low blood pressure. He said 


the medical books and journals 
give more or less information or at 
least speculation on the signifi- 
cance, causes and management of 
high blood pressure but darned if 
he could learn anything about low 
blood pressure. 

So I pressed the doctor’s letter 
down on a growing pile of sugges- 
tions for articles in this column, 
and presently it was submerged 
under a lot of other suggestions 
that came up later. Today I dug 
it out. I thought low blood pres- 
sure would be easy to talk about. 
I ought to know what to say about 
it, for I’ve been suffering with it 
for as long as sphygmomanometers 
have been in general use in the 
profession—or so I infer from the 
expression and the casual com- 
ments of the medical examiners 
who have measured it. I am a 
strong silent man, or a silent one 
anyway, and I bear my cross with- 
out complaint. In fact I don’t care 
what my blood pressure measures, 
as long as I keep in fine fettle. 

In the New .England Journal of 
Medicine recently Dr. S. C. Robin- 
son, of Chicago, discoursed inter- 
estingly and instructively on Hy- 
potension (medicalese for low 
blood pressure), which he seems 
inclined to consider the ideal nor- 
mal blood pressure. Hypotension | 
is not a disease, he declares; it is| 
an ideal blood pressure level. | 

Dr. Robinson lifts a great ‘load | 
off from my mind. While I have. 
never cared what my blood pres-. 
sure happens to be, still I have al-' 
ways harbored a different feeling | 
that it signified somehow that I am 
not only silent but a bit queer.
